Pursuant to the decision of the Deputy Attorney 
General regarding your administrative appeal from the 
Civil Rights Division's partial denial of your February 
7, 1977 Freedom of Information Act request, the previously 
withheld March 31 and April 9, 1976 memoranda are disclosed 
herewith, subject to certain excisions. 

As you were advised by the Deputy Attorney General's 
letter of October 31, 1977, the Civil Rights Division has 
declassified most of the information in these documents. 

The remaining classified information has been found by the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation and the Department Classification 
Review Committee to warrant continued classification under 
Sections 5(B)(2) and (3j of Executive Order 11652. Therefore, 
the subject portions of these documents vdll continue to be 
v/ithheld pursuant to 5 U.S.C. 5552 (b) (1) and are so indicated 
in your copies of the documents. 

The declassified portions of the March 31 and April 9, 

1976 memoranda are released subject only to excisions of 
names and other identifying data the disclosure of v’hich 
vrould constitute a clearly unvrarranted invasion of the 
personal privacy of Dr. King's family and/or certain third 
parties. This information is not knovm to be within the 
public domain and is exempt from disclosure pursuant to 
5 U.S.C. §552 (b) (7) (C) . All excisions are clearly indicated 
in your copies of the documents.
